By unanimous 
consent Hon. Robert W. Tayler

made chairman of the delegation. Aft­ 
er the routine business of the meeting 
had been disposed of Mr. Tayler said: 
“Gentlemen: There is a matter of 
the utmost importance to me, and ot 
more than passing importance, at this 
juncture, to my district, that I am im­ 
pelled to bring to your notice and ask 
for your consideration at this time. 
“I have given the question of how I 
should handle it grave consideration, 


ly indicative of how deeply the inci­ 
dent had impressed tho assemblage. 
The caucus immediately adjourned. 
Mr. Tayler stated that he proposed 
to remain a resident of Lisbon, for 
some time at least, after the expira­ 
tion of his congressional term next 
March. 
“I have enough business assured me 
there, or rather in the county," said 
he, “to keep me very busy for a long 
time to come.

more than realized their expectations. 
Interest centered in the selection of 
state committeemen, as the new state 
central committee, selected yesterday, 
will have control next 
year, w’hen 
members of the legislature are elect­ 
ed who will choose the successor to 
Hanna in the senate. It was claimed 
last night that there was only one 
anti-Hanna man selected on the new 
state 
committee and that he “has 
been reconciled." 
The drift of senti­ 
ment in all the preliminary meetings 
was most enthusiastic for the sena­ 
tor, and In the convention the dele­ 
gates would not rest till he got up 
and showed himself, although he in­ 
sisted that he would no tdiscuss the 
issues 
in 
advance of the keynote 
speech of General Grosvenor, who is 
to be the permanent presiding officer 
today. 
Portraits of McKinley and Others. 
Above the platform were suspended

Roosevelt. Secretary of State Laylin, 
who will be renominated to head tho 
state ticket, and other state officers 
and leaders were seated on the plat­ 
form.
